An implied warning was given the 
senate 
munitions committee by 
Secretary Hull today that the state 
department may discontinue mak- 
ing its confidential files available 
unless, the committee respects con- 
fidences imposed by them.

He emphasized the files of the 
department contained confidential 
communications from other gov- 
ernments and that this govern- 
ment could not make public con- 
fidential matter without their per- 
mission.

Here is an interesting co- 


incidence in the field of 
business

government. Only one day 
after the United States Su- 
preme Court declared the 
AAA unconstitutional, the 
Supreme Court of Wiscon- 
sin upheld the constitution- 
-<lity of a recovery code law 
in that state patterned after 
the NRA which had been 
previously outlawed by the 
Federal Court. 


Superficially there may 


seem to be a conflict here. 
Actually there is probably 
no conflict at all. The feder- 
al courts have

lenging federal control of 
business processes 
which, 


those courts maintain, 
be- 


long to the separate states. 
I', is logical, then, for the 
states themselves to under-

PROCESSING TAXES 
PAID DY CONSUMER 
WALLACE DECLARES 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—l/P>— 


Secretary Wallace said today he 
believed 
that 
"public 
opinion 


would not tolerate" the 
refund 


to manufacturers of $1,000,000,000 
paid "in AAA processing taxes. 


In his first press conference 


since' the supreme court invali- 
dated AAA, Wallace said the pro- 
cessing taxes have been passed 
en to the consumer. He 
added 


that " the . $200,000,000 impounded 
under court injunctions was in 
the same status as the $1,000,000,- 
000,000 paid into the treasury, so 
far as the. consumer was con- 
cerned. 


In the rice millers case the su- 


preme court directed 
that 
the 


impounded taxes should be re- 
turned to the taxpayer. Attorney 
General Cummins has under con- 
sideration the possibility of ask- 
ing the high court to review this 
opinion. 


Wallace said that if congress 


enact necessary legislation for a 
successor to AAA by February 
15 he believed the program might 
be placed into effect on crops 
grown this year. 


As he spoke, senate leaders de- 


vised, a plan for speeding the 
new 
soil 
conservation 
program 


through the capitol. Tho method 
proposed was attaching the legis- 
lation as a rider to the independ- 
ent 
offices 
appropriation 
bill 


passed yesterday by the house. 


The Important thing necessary 


to proceed with a program now, 
Wallace said, is to expand the 
definition of the soil 
conserva- 


tion act to include specifically 
soil conservation and preservation 
of soil fertility. The existing law 
is concerned principally with soil 
erosion. 


A survey made by AAA experts 


last Vear, Wallace said, revealed 
that 
35,000;000 
acres 
of 
corn, 


wheat and cotton now are grown 
on "C" and "D" slopes. The sec- 
retary 
explained 
that damaging 


erosion 
occurred 
on "C" slopes 


planted 
in anything but grass 


and that "D" slopes must 
be 


planted in trees to prevent ero- 
sion.

LONDON, Jan. 18.—v., 
yard' Kipling, Great Britain'*fam- 
ous poet-imperialist, 
died early 


today in the Middlesex hospital 
at the age of 70, and his body 
was taken to the hospital chapel 
to await cremation. 


The 
family 
announced 
the 


body would be cremated at a 
time and place to be set later. 


Whether 
the 
noted 
author 


eventually would be burled in 
Westminster Abbey, last resting 
place of so many of Britain's 
famed sons, did not immediately 
become known. 


His body was taken 
to 
the 


chapel from the simple bed in 
a private room in the hospital 
which he had occupied since he 
underwent 
an emergency 
oper- 


ation last Monday for a perfor- 
ated stomach ulcer. 


From all sides came tributes 
to the memory of the poet and 
novelist who, until his sudden 
illness, had lived in virtual re- 
tirement for many years in the 
quiet Sussex village of Burwash. 


Bernard Shaw, calling Kipling 
"a great story teller who never 
grew iip," said the poet was "a 
great figure in what may be 
called 
imperialistic literature." 
Tributes Pour Jn. 
Shaw said, "I don't think read- 


ing of Kipling ever changed any- 
body's life very much, but you 
may well say the same of Sir 
Walter Scott and others. Within 
his own limitations, Kipling was 
really great." 


"One 'of the most forcible minds 


of our time has ceased its work," 
iald the Times. 
""Posterity, whatever 
it 
may 


lave to say about his opinions, 
can never fail 
to 
laud 
that 


achievement 
in 
self 
expression 


as o'ne of the most singular in 
English 
literature 
and 
English 
thought." 


"As, the greatest and most be- 


loved fixture 
of 
contemporary 


English literature, 
his fame is 
secure," said the Dally Mail. "He 
taught England the meaning of 
empfre, and the empire the mean- 
Ing of England." 


United States Ambassador Rob- 
ert W. Bingham asserted, "I feel 
that my rating of Rudyard Kip- 
ling 
is' 
representative 
of all 
Americans. 


"He-was a great poet, a great 


prose writer, one of the *upreme 
masters of the English 
tongue. 


In the United States, he is read 
and .admired throughout the en- 
tire country." 


For four days, since he was

only Kipling's flashing eyes gave 
evidence of. his will to live.

for a short stay in London be- 
fore .departing for his usual holl- 
day, on the French Riviera. 


He_ was stricken last Sunday 
night at Brown's Hotel and has- 
tened to the private Woolavlng- 
ton wing of the Middlesex Hos- 
pital in London's Central "Old 
Scho'.' district for the operation 
from which, he at first rallied, 
out never to recover. 


The news of his death came as 


a. sudden shock to the whole em- 
pire. 


Creator Many Characters. 
Creator of "Kim," "Gunga Din," 
"Stalky and Company," "Mowgli," 
the 
swash-buckling 
"Sergeant 


Mulvaney" and a host of other 
rave beings who roved the pages 
of a hundred books in verse and 
prose,. Rudyard 
Kipling 
passed 
the last years of his life as a 
semi-recluse while types of his 
characters sweated or fought for 
the British empire in the world's 
hot spots. 


Shunning publicity, hidden in a 


moated and -walled estate near the 
sleepy village of Burwash in Sus- 
sex, England, he became almost 
the "forgotten man" of 
liter- 


ature, a silent, shadowy 
figure 
'61 the past. 


.As . a Titian of the '90s, when 


he burst into the world of letters 
to banish the cobwebs of stilted, 
ornate Victorian 
literature, 
his 


works already had become class- 
ics by the time he was 30, and 
his later years were virtually an 
anti-climax to the

that flamed out 
of 
India 
to 
dazzle the world in 1891. 


Yet he was active to the last 


In 1935, Just 38 years after the 
resounding chords of "Recession-

Youths and grownups alike rel- 


ished the tang of such Kipling 
phrases as "you squidgy-nosed 
old Idol, Gunga Din!"—and al- 
though the formal honor of poet 
laureateship never came to him, 
he was hailed everywhere as "the 
poet of empire."

Moreover, he was the first Eng-

The selec- 
tion came as a 
bombshell 
to 


those critics who had 
accused 


him of everything from jingoism 
to hack journalistic assaults on 
the hollowed heights of Parnas- 
sus.

School Days In England. 


Born December 30, 1865, in 


Bombay, India, Kipling was the 
son of John Lockwood Kipling, 
then newly arrived from London 
to take a position as professor 
of architectural sculpture In the 
British School of Art at Bombay, 
and of Alice Macdonald Kipling, 
one of four brilliant daughters of 
a Wesleyan clergyman. 


Sent home to school in England 


when he was six, young Rudyard 
had 'his childhood schooling at 
Portsmouth and then 
attended 


Westward Ho college, which later 
served as the background for his 
"Stafky and Co." His -eyesight 
failed him at 10 due 
to 
over- 


strain, enforcing the use of thick 
spectacles with divided 
lenses, 


but even with these he was un- 
able 'to see clearly and his con- 
stant stumbling won him 
the 


nickname of "Beetle," after the 
insect given to blundering into 
everything in its path. 


In 1882 he returned to India, 


and for seven years was an ink- 
splashed sub-editor on papers at 
Lahore and Allahabad, 
gaining 


fame In the -country - by writing 
on the side army 
ballads 
and 


tales of British life in 
India. 


Then he pulled up stakes and 
tried America. 


He landed in San Francisco In 


1889 and for the next two years 
made his way slowly across the 
continent, trying to find a place 
on 
American 
newspapers. 
He 


later said he always was rebuffed 
without a chance to 
state 
his 


qualifications. In 1931 he sailed 
for England and almost starved 
in a London garret 
until 
he 


found a publisher for 
a 
new 


edition of "Plain Tales From The 
Mills.". It and his trunkful of In- 
dia pamphlets, books and poems 
sold like hot cakes. 


Money permitted 
him to In- 


dulge the wanderlust that had 
driven him from India and in 
1892 "he roamed Ceylon, Australia 
and the United States. 


His Home In Vermont. 


In Now York he 
looked 
up 


Wolcott Balestier,. a young New 
York author, with whom he had 
shared chambers on the Thames 
Embankment—and 
fell 
In ' love 


with Balestier's sister, Caroline. 


They were married, and after a 


wedding trip In Japan, Kipling 
and his wife settled in Brattle- 
boro, Vt., where he wrote more 
than 20 volumes. 


There his two children were 


born, and seemingly he was des- 
tined to make 
his' permanent 


home in America. But' too lav- 
ish 
attention 
from 
autograph 


seekers sent him fleeing in 1897 
to the peaceful solitude of the 
Sussex Downs. 


In England 
groat 
bitterness 


came to him, for his son, Lieut. 
John" Kipling, only 18, was killed 
in the world war battle at Loos. 
The sorrowing father endowed a 
perpetual fund for sounding at 
Loos "last post," 
the 
-British 


equivalent of "taps," 
and 
he 


never forgave the Germans. 


In August, 1935, he drew wrath 


from official 
nazl 
newspapers 


which described him as a "fanatic 
hater of Germans and one of 
the 
bitterest 
enemies of Ger- 


man';." 
The outburst 
resulted 


from a letter Kipling had writ- 
ten to Henry Bordeaux, French 
novelist, saying: 


"The Boche has learned noth- 


ing from the last war, and he 
has .suffered comparatively little 
Irom" it." 
Kipling Once Lived 


In Vermont Hills 


BRATTLEBORO, Vt., Jan, 18. 


—W)—Rudyard Kipling, who died 
early today In London, spent his 
honeymoon here—and stayed for 
four years to write some of his 
most famous works.

RESCUE SHIP FINDS MEN 
SAFE AND WELL AT LITTLE 


AMERICA CAMP

LONDON, Jan. 17.— 


— A British relief expedition 
flashed, back from the An 
tarctic today word of the 
dramatic rescue of Lincoln 
Ellsworth and Herbert Hol- 
lick-Kenyon, long-lost ex- 
plorers, found alive and well 
in the frozen wastes 
of Little 
America. 


After piercing the ice locking 
the Bay of Whales, a British roy- 
al research ship located the Amer- 
ican Ellsworth and the Canadian 
Hollick-Kenyon 
safely 
landed 
there, having exhausted their fuel 
on a bold projected flight across 
the south polar regions. 


Ellsworth 
has 
been 
taken 
aboard ship, , the Discovery wire- 
lessed the colonial office late to- 
day. The message said: "Ship's 
party returned with Ellsworth Jan. 
16."The explorers' long silence was 
due to a damaged radio transmit- 
ter, the British government's co 
louial office announced. 


A landing: party from the Dis- 
covery II finally found them com- 
fortably encamped on the face of 
the great ice barrier. 


Not since shortly after they took 


off Nov. 23 from Dundee Island, 
far south of Cape Horn, across 
the south polar regions for the 
Ross Sea, south of New Zealand, 
had any word been roceiped from 
the daring fliers. Hope for their 
safety was fading — even abandon- 
ed by some. 
A terse, 
seven-word 
message 


from the master of the Discovery 
II ended this morning the seven 
weeks of anxiety. 
JL 
"Ellsworth and Kenyon are both 
alive and well." said this message 
to the colonial office, headquar- 
ters of the committee directing 
the Discovery's 
work. 
Complete Message. 


The colonial office later receiv- 
ed a graphic, complete message 
from the master of the Discovery 
II, describing the finding of the 
men, 


"On first arrival in the Bay of 
Whales, an orange colored, (cloth) 
with a tent wag observed on the 
barrier face," the descriptive mes- 
sage reported. 


"A rocket fired from the ship 
was not answered. A moth (plane) 
flew to Little America, five miles 
distant. Kenyon emerged. A food 
parachute waa dropped with let- 
ters. 


"Kenyon advanced and met the 
ship's party. He was received on 
board at 12:55 a. m., Jan. 18. He 
reported Ellsworth alive but suf- 
fering from a slight cold. 
'"The ship's party is advancing 
to meet Ellsworth. 


Ban Out of Fuel. 
"The American 
airmen 
state 
they ran out of fuel 20 miles from 
Little America, on' a bearing of 165 
degrees, and sledged in. 


"Kenyon is very fit. 
"A transmitter 
switch caused 
the radio failure." 


Eighteen hours earlier, a partly 
garbled message had been receiv- 
ed from the Discovery II, Indicat- 
ing the two fliers had been found. 
It was while still trying- to con- 


firm that message that the co- 
lonial office finally received its 
two-fold reports that 
Ellsworth 


and Holick-Kenyon were safe. 


Members of thet Holllck-Ken- 
yon's family in London had giv- 
en up hope two weeks ago for his 
rescue. 
. His aunt, Mrs. H. V. Kesyon- 
wife of the mayor of Paddington, 
said, "we thought six weeks was 
the limit. We had no news and 
feared the worst. 


"Only a few days ago, my hus- 
band wrote Herbert's mother in 
Canada condoling her for the loss 
of her son." 


World Is Rejoicing. 


Delighted at the news that the 
men were found, Admiral Sir Wil- 
liam Goonenough, former 
presi- 


dent of the Royal Georgarphlcal 
Society, asserted:

Pointing out that it was often

To take advantage of the 
view, he built it with all rooms 
on the east side, leading off halls 
running down the west side. 


Entertained Freely. 
There the couple lived for four 


years—isolated from the towns- 
people but entertaining literary 
personages 
freely. 
"Captains 


Courageous," "The Jungle Books," 
and poems in "The Seven'Seas" 
were among the works written 
here. 


Kipling received an astonishing 


amount of "fan mail" from all 
parts of the world. In despera- 
tion at the volume the man who 
later refused to have a telephone 
in his house arranged 
for 
the 


establishment of a post 
office 


for his own case. It was known 
as "The Walte" and was located 
only a few paces from the house. 


Suddenly tiring of his retreat 


and of the attention which he 
could not dodge in America, Kip- 
ling left this section forever. 


Today In the gray residence, an 


apple grower, 
Cabot 
Holbrook, 


and his family of four live. Most 
famous of Holbrook's 
relics of 


Kipling is an antique desk over 
which the writer once worked.

cither Ellsworth or Holllck-Ken- 
yon since no other persons are 
known to be in that vicinity of 
Little America. 
First Message Garbled. 
One word of that first wireless 
message from the captain of the 
Discovery '.II—the vessel pressed 
Into the search for the missing 
men by the British and Australian 
governments—could 
not 
be de- 
ciphered and a repetition was ask- 
ed. 


The Australian minister of de- 
fense announced at Sydney, New 
South Wales, receipt of another 
message from the master of the 
^Discovery II, saying efforts would 
be made to take aboard a man 
sighted near Little America. 


Premier Joseph A. Lyons of the 
Australian 
commonwealtr, which 
sponsored the Discovery's voyage 
with the British government, sent 
a message of congratulations to 
the captain of the vessel. 


The explorers, 
Ellsworth 
and 
Hollick-Kenyon 
were last heard 
from Nov. 23' when they start- 
ed their hazardous airplane flight 
across Antarctica 
from 
Dundee 
Island to the Ross Sea. 


Dunde Island ia 600 miles south 


of Cape Horn, southernmost tip 
of South America; and the Ross 
Sea is south of New Zealand. 


Although 
some 
dispaired 
for 
their safety as long days passed 
with no further word after their 
takeoff, experienced explorers con- 
tended that they might have been 
unreported 
simply because they 


were out of wireless range. 


The British and Australian gov- 
ernments finally launched their 
rescue expedition Jan. l, the Dis- 
covery II sailing from Dunedln, 
N. z., bearing- stores of supplies 
and two airplanes, designed to 
make searching flight if the ship 
could not locate the men. 


Another rescue vessel, the Wy- 
att Earp, supply ship of the 
Ellsworth expedition, was en route 
to Little America under the com- 
mand of Sir Hubert Wilkins to 
join the search.

SOIL CONSERVATION 


OFFICIALS ANXIOUS 
TO ASSIST FARMERS 


Members of the Navarro county 


unit of the soil conservation ser- 
vice with headquarters at the CCC 
camp at Lake Halbert are anx- 
ious to co-operate with the farm- 
ers of the county in every.'possible 
way, according to D. E. Griffith, 
agronomist and assistant techni- 
cian. 
R. A. Massey. formerly of the 


Coolldge unit, is now superintend- 
ent of the work, and other mem- 
bers of the staff include two en- 
gineers, an assistant agronomist, 
and four field foremen. 
Mr. Giffith explained that the 
aim of the service was to estab- 
lish demonstration projects in as 
many localities in the county as 
possible, and show the landowners 
or tenants of that vicinity how to 
do their own soil erosion preven- 
tion work economically and scien- 
tifically. 
He declared 
that it 


would be a physical impossibility 
for the limited number of men 
available to do all the work for 
the farmers on the various proj- 
ects. 
An Invitation was extended to 
every farmer within a radius of 
20 miles of tho camp to confer 
with local officials if they desired, 
and all possible assistance will be 
given them. Mr. Griffith reported 
that tho maximum working range 
of the camp was 20 miles, and 
that at present their work was 
restricted to a much smaller cir- 
cle about the camp. Members of 
the Corsicana Soil Conservation 
Association who have signed the 
applications for work but have not 
conferred with the service 
offi- 
cials have been invited to do so. 
Considerable delay because 
of 
weather conditions was reported 
by the local unit. Many projects 
are being delayed because prelim- 
inary terracing could not be done, 
and with a few weeks of good 
weather a number of projects are 
expected to get under way. 
Hea'dquarters for the soil con- 
servation service is located on the 
road from Highway 22 to McClen- 
don Park at the extreme eastern 
end of tho camp reservation. Some 
members of tho staff are reported 
available for conference at almost 
all hours of the day, 


GERMAN PROPAGANDA 


CHIEF IS DEMANDING 


ADDEDJACRIFICES 


BERLIN, Jan. 18,—(fft—Dr. Paul 
Joseph Goebbels, minister of prop- 
aganda, called the German people 
to further sacrifices today in ad- 
vancing the relch's rearmament to- 
ward the time when the Nazi gov- 
ernment pushes out for colonies. 
"The time is coming when we 


must demand colonies," he defiant- 
ly told 25,000 listeners in Douasch- 
land Hall. "It cannot go on like 
1 


this. 
There are countries which 


have more colonies than they know 
what to do with." 
Sarcastically, he criticized Nazis 


who worry about butter and egg 
shortages when Germany stands 
in need of raw materials for tho 
rearmament program. 


"If the Fatherland should be at- 
tacked, we cannot throw butter 
at the enemy," he declared. "We've 
got. to have cannon." 


Sacrifices now demanded of the 
German people are heavy, he said, 
because "We are making up for 
what 
others neglected for 
15 
years." 
He said the relch was "lashed" 


into tho treaty 
of 
Versailles, 
where Germany lost much of its 
colonial 
territory, and declared 
tho document had not been signed 
by statesmen "but only cowards." 


"A nation must live somehow," 


he shouted. "Sooner or later the 
boiler must explode. 
"What others possess, we also 
must possess. We won't put up 
with this indefinitely." 
The effect of the German cam- 


paign to produce as much food- 
stuff as possible internally has 
boon to lower Imports from 2,500,- 
000,000 marks to 1.000,000,000 marka 
annually, Dr. Goobbels told his 
audience. 


This result, he said, leaves "us 
one and a half billions for raw 
materials for armaments. 


"Naturally It's difficult but tho 
United States which has no raw 
material problem has 9,000,000 un- 
employed." 


We warned Russia to consider 


carefully its military operations, 
so far as the reich is concerned, 
and said bluntly, "It the Red army 
crosses our border we'll chase it 
out with our Russian grenadier 
regiments'" 


Before American newspapers ac- 
cuse Germany 
of 
persecuting 
Jews, Dr. Goebbels said "they 
^hould first see to it that Ameri- 
can national heroes don't hsve to 
flee from their own country."

ganization leaders contend the Im- 
mediate demands on • the treasury 
will not exceed *1,000,000,000.- They 
based this on the belief that thous- 
ands of veterans will not cash the 
bonds right away. 


Prior to a final ballot, the sen- 
ate for a second time voted down 
a proposal to pay the soldiers' bo- 
nus in new currency. 


Offered by Senator Neely (D- 
W Va.), the 
amendment would 
have provided the same method of 
payment as the vetoed Patman 
bill—in non-interest bearing Unit- 
ed States notes. It was rejected 
65 to 23. A similar proposal by 
Senator Thomas 
(D-Okla.) was 
beaten Saturday 64 to 27. 


Neely said the bond bill would 
cost the taxpayers more than a 
billion, dollars additional In Inter- 
est.
